Last week was the end of another year’s 
art experience for Sierra Madrean Ann Johns¬ 
ton, daughter of Ralph and Jane Johnston, 
also of Sierra Madre.

Of course, she was mounted on an armature 
so she could hold the difficult pose for the 
necessary time.

This year included “Discobolus,” or the

Place 2 lbs. pitted fresh cherries in blender 
or food processor and puree. Press through 
sieve. Yield 1 Vi cups. 

3 Tbls. orange liqueur 
3 egg whites 
3 Tbls. sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla 

Vi pt. whipping cream 
Soften gelatin in orange juice; combine 
orange juice mixture, egg yolks and Vi cup 
sugar in sauce pan. Cook, stirring constantly 
over medium heat until mixture thickens slight¬ 
ly and gelatin dissolves approx. 3 minutes. 
Stir in puree and orange liqueur. Refrigerate 
uncovered until mixture is the consistency of 
unbeaten egg white, about 20 minutes. Beat 
egg whites in separate bowl until foamy. 
Gradually add 2 Tbls. sugar and 1 tsp. 
vanilla and continue to beat until stiff peaks 
form. In another bowl whip cream until stiff. 
Fold egg whites, then whipped cream into 
cherry mixture. Pour into pie shell. Refrige¬ 
rate covered 6 hours or overnight until set. 
Optional: decorate with whipped cream and 
whole cherries.

8 Tbls. softened unsalted sweet butter 
'A C ground pecans 
14 C sugar 

Combine all ingredients in bowl and mix 
with Fingers until consistency of coarse crumbs. 
Press into sides and bottom of 9” tart or pie 
pan. Bake 10-20 minutes at 350* until lightly 
brown.

and movie greats of that time. 

Sid Orauman was a man who always did things 
with a flourish. He placed Mclvor’s qil-painted 
posters right out on the street in front of his 
theatre and this attracted a great deal of attention. 
Today, posters like those have become expensive 
collector items because of their quality and because 
very few were saved. 

Mclvor’s name wouldn’t be on such a poster, 
because just as Hollywood was rampant back 
then with ghost writers, it was also the custom of 
the studio art director to sign his own name on 
her paintings. However, the job did pay well for 
a young artist. 

During these years, she married Murdo Mclvor 


and this was a factor in her giving up her movie 
work. The Mclvors moved to Sierra Madre and he 
opened a service station where Bill Birgensmith’s 
“76” station is today. But this was coming home for 
her. 

She was born in New York, the youngest of 
Irving and Mary Ward’s three daughters. Irving was 
the brother of E. Waldo Ward who had bought 
land in Sierra Madre back in 1891 and developed 
a ranch and later a fine food preserving business. 
This, today, is the only remaining ranch from 
Sierra Madre’s early days and the oldest continuing 
business, now being run by a third generation 
Ward. 

When Waldo’s wife died, he asked his brother 
Irving to bring his family to California and live 
with him in the large, lovely home on Laurel 
Avenue so that his own children would grow up in 
a family atmosphere. So as a little girl, Mclvor

Arcadia reach es agreement 


In a joint statement 
released by Supt. Elbert 
E. Souders and Arcadia 
Teachers Association 
president, Gena Smith, 
the ATA bargaining 
team and the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
announce that they have 
reached a tentative col¬ 
lective bargaining agree¬ 
ment for the period 
covering July 1, 1984 
through June 30, 1987. 

Smith commented that 
at a special meeting held 
at Baldwin Stocker 
School on Aug. 29, 
which was attended by 
over one-third of the cer¬ 
tificated staff, news of 
reaching a tentative ag¬ 
reement was received 
with a positive response. 
The general membership 
of the ATA will vote on 


the contract on Sept. 6. 
The Board of Education 
will consider ratification 
of the agreement at a 
special meeting to be 
called on Monday, Sept. 
10 at 7:30 a.m. 

The tentative agree¬ 
ment concludes all bar¬ 
gaining between the dist¬ 
rict and the association 
for a three-year period 
and includes: 

— Salary increases of 
10% for 1984-85, six % 
for the 1985-86 and 
seven % for 1986-87, 

— Fringe benefit increas¬ 
es for 1984-85 of $725. 

— The current health 
insurance program shall 
be modified to an 80/20 
major medical plan with 
a $200 deductible. 


— Increase in the school 
year for students to 180 
days with 182 workdays 
for teachers. 

Increase in the in¬ 
structional time of 10 
minutes at the kindergar¬ 
ten level and 27 min¬ 
utes in grades 1 through 
6 which will be phased 
in increments of 9 
minutes each year over 
a three-year period. At 
the high school level, the 
instructional time will be 
increased by five minutes. 

“This is a most po¬ 
sitive action for the stud¬ 
ents, teachers, parents 
and the entire com¬ 
munity,” stated Soud¬ 
ers. “The district is look¬ 
ing forward to a most 
productive school year 
and a positive atmos¬ 
phere.”
